Ptttsburg, April 27.—A subcommit- 


tee of the committee on the revision 
of the creed, appointed by the general 
assembly o£ the Presbyterian church, 
v.-as in session in this city formulating 
its report, which is to be presented to 
the general assembly in Philadelphia 
on May 15. At the recent meeting in 
'Washington the committee divided, 
and majority and minority reports 
were considered. The functions of the 
subcommittee are those of a returning 
board. The vote of the presbyteries 
has been taken on the question of 
changing the creed and on several al- 
ternative injuries. This committee 
tabulated the results and stated just 
•what is the wish, of the Presbyterian 
body in the United States. 


After a pleasant and harmonious 


meeting the committee decided upon 
two important features of the plan for 
revision, which will be presented to 
the general assembly. These features 
are as follows, and are the most urg- 
ently demanded by the presbyteries: 
"First, a new statement of doctrine to 
be issued as a supplement to tbe con- 
fession of faith; second, a revision of 
the confession itself, cither by the ad- 
dition of declaratory paragraph or a 
change in the text." 


The report is a compromise to sat- 


isfy the two great classes of opinion 
among'the'presbyteries, -A large nwni-- 
lier wish the reinstatement of the 
creed and others wish a revision of 
the whole. The Question of foreordi- 
nation and predestination is treated 
of in chapter 3. and the committee 
recommends that, these subjects be 
amended by a committee to be ap- 
pointed by the general aaembly. 


The report which the subcommittee 


will make to the general assembly 
was unanimously agreed to, and is as 
follows: 
"Your committee finds, on examina-

In other words, it is aware of 
the wishes of powers, and the only 
problem is to frame a treats that will 
reflect those views, insuring a two- 
thirds vote for ratification, and yet 
shall be acceptable to the British gov- 
ernment. 
If, as reported from Lon- 


don, 
the indispensable condition is a 


neutrality clause, officials here feel 
that success on this point seems with- 
in. reach. It is expected that two 
drafts of a treaty will be framed be- 
ore long, probably the latter part of 
June, on' Mr. Hay's return from the 
west. It is. hardly expected, however, 
that final results will be attained bo- 
fore next autumn, after the return of 
Lord Pauncefote from London.

'•wizards'1 of the art of manufacturing 
liquid air are deceiving. 
Mr. Hardia 


with his blackboard and chalk went 
back 100 years and showed what in- 
struments were used in un endeavor 
to liquify gases, which is now "easy." 
There art two methods, and scien- 
tists have recognized , it 
for 
seme 


time, 
the 
only 
thing 
necessary 


being how either oae of the two pro- 
cesses could be made to work per- 
fectly. These two methods of liquify- 
ing air are to increase the pressure 
or to reduce the temperature. 


"Of the two methods the latter is the 


easier, though a combination ot both 
is used in practical operation. In 
1869 it. was found that there is a tem- 
perature at which all gass'es become 
liquids. In 1S77 air and oxygen were 
liquified by two methods and at prac- 
tically the same time 
In 1SS3 air was 


tirt,C liquified in large quantities; and 
in 1S93 it- could be produced at $2500 
a Quart. Now it is claimed that it can 
be produced at i! or 3 cents a. gallon. 


"Now w-e have it, what are we going 


to do with KV That was the question 
which opened HP an interesting line 
of thought and was followed up in the 
discussion 
succeeding the address. 


U opens up a now world in science 
uuil in physiological action, though 
disease germs bave lived and flourish- 
ed even at the extreme degree of cold 
which produces liquid air, over 400 
degrees 
below 
zero. 
Mr. Hardin 


thinks its value as a motive power is 
only problematical because ot the cost 
of 'producing it in comparison with 
stc-am and the fact that, the great, cold 
creates conditions that are hard to 
deal with- Being so rich in oxygen, 
it will be a. splendid means of venti- 
latlus large halls. A few gallons of 
it thrown on the floor of a large hal! 
which has been crowded with people 
at once puts it in a, good hygenic con- 
dition. 


Liquid oxygen will be very impor- 


tant, probably, in the. manufacture of 
explosives, as a bleaching agent, as a. 
disinfectant, and in aging wines and 


ther liquors. By it wine can »e given 
he bouquet which it takes;years to ob- 
ain by the usual method; and a strong 
togie can be transformed into a mild 
lavana cigar. So in the mind of the 
peaker the liquidation of oxygen will 
probably be more of a commercial 
agent than, will air. The manufacture 
of ozone will probably be one of the 
greatest uses to which it will be put."
